Mr. Whiteside was also a distinguished mem- 
ber of the Historical Society, in connection 
with the London University. He was called 
to the Irish bar in 1830, was made Queen’s 
counsel in 1842, and is now about forty-five 
years of age. As a nisi prius advocate he 
ranks amongst the highest ; and his style in 
addressing a jury is clear, nervous, and im- 
passioned. His great qualifications as an ad- 
vocate and cross-examining counsel brou ht 
him soon into notice on circuit; while his 
memorable defence of Mr. O'Connell in the 
state prosecutions made him a public man. 
In his defence of Mr. O’Brien he showed 
the most consummate skill in the use of every 
legal technicality, and not the slightest op- 
portunity was lost in urging, in the strongest 
manner, whatever might turn to the benefit 
of his client. The eloquent peroration to his 
address we have given elsewhere. The effect 
which it produced on all who heard it will 
not easily be forgotten ; and even Mr. O'Brien 
himself, who has maintained a stern compo- 
sure during the whole of this painful trial, 
was, itis said, affected even to tears. 
SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 

Mr. Hatchell succeeded Mr. A. Brewster 
as Solicitor-General. When at Trinity Col- 
lege he was much distinguished, and gained 
the gold medal in 1823 as the best answerer 
in science. He is a most successful practiser 
in all the courts, particularly in equity, and 
was long considered a first-rate man In his 
yrofession. He was Castle adviser to the 
Vhigs before the last Administration under 


Sir Robert Peel; and, though known 
to be a Roman Catholic and a Libe- 
ral, had never displayed any strong 
political feelings. He was called to 
the bar in the year, 1828, and is 
about forty-five years of age. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 


Mr. J. H. Monahan, who has 80 
ably conducted the state trials, suc- 
ceeded Mr. R. W. Greene, at the 
accession of the present Ministry to 
office, as Attorney-General. He is 
descended from a family of the 
highest respectability in ‘Tipperary, 
and was once assistant barrister for 
that county. His continually in- 
creasing practice occasioned him to 
resign that post of honour, in which 
he was succeeded by Sergeant How- 
ley. He not only possesses deep 
and varied legal knowledge, but is 
an extensive general reader, in man- 
ner most gentlemanly, and with a 
most winning address. On the ce- 
lebrated prosecution of the late Mr, 
O'Connell he was one of his counsel, 
and on that occasion gained a tri- 
umph over the then Attorney-Gene- 
ral as leader in the argument, 
which caused the Lord Chief Justice 
to reconsider and recal his opinion. 
In politics he was once a Conser- 
vative, but afterwards adopted more 
liberal opinions, for which he was 
exposed to the attacks of his old po- 
litical friends, He was called to the 
bar in 1807, and is upwards of sixty 
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years of age. He has a very independent fortune, is 
of a kind and social disposition, and is much beloved 
by all his acquaintance. He has conducted himself 
with much moderation during this painful trial, and 
was evidently much affected at several parts of it, 
and especially at the passing of the sentence. 

Ont e 5th inst. Mr, Wurrxsipr continued and con- 
cluded his address on behalf of Mr. O’Brien, which was 
listened to most attentively by a crowded and deeply 
interested audience. A more pathetic appeal was never 
made to public sympathy. He wound up as follows :-— 
‘‘ Wrong he may have been in the opinions he has 
imbibed; yet he has adhered to them steadily and 
consistently throughout his life, and he suffers now 
for having honestly maintained them, believing them 
to be true. He as been reviled, caricatured, and 
slandered in his native country from one extremity to 
the other, he has been hunted as a traitor and covered 
with abuse, and where is he to look for justice ?, Where 
can be his hope for a temperate consideration of his 
whole political life but where the law has placed his 
safety,—in the honour, discernnient, and humanity of 
a jury of his countrymen—a rampart of defence to 
stand between the Crown and the prisoner. If the 
crime consisting in the intention of the soul is not suf- 
ficiently established, judges must be unbending, but 
jurors may yield to the frailties of human nature. 
Jurors may throw the broad shield of their protection 
around the accused whose intention they can believe 
to have been innocent, censurable though his conduct 
may have been. : Such is the high office assigned to 
you by the constitution, whose foundations were laid in 
the deepest wisdom which through a succession of 
ages has been cemented by the patriot’s blood and con- 
secrated in the martyr’s fire. It is for you to say 
whether his guilt is established or not. he law of 
your country, wise, just, and merciful has declared 
that if there be a doubt that doubt must be 
given in favour of the prisoner—in fayour of him 
whose life is sought to be affected; and, therefore, 
yielding to those benign principles and those 
generous impulses of your hearts, it is for you to 
stand between the prisoner and his grave. Review 
his life. A love of his country he imbibed from 
his mother’s breast. It was strengthened by his 
father’s example, perhaps to a dangerous excess. His 
father recounted to him how on the last memorable 
night of our national independence he had heard the 


burning words of Grattan, of Plunket, and of Bushe; 
how he had been persuaded by tho gravity of their ar- 
uments, transported by 


1 1 their eloquence, and inflamed 
BY their patriotic ardour. Those lessons taught to his 
parent he has never forgotten ; and, believing that the 


union was carried by corruption, he struggled for its 
repeal and to restore to Ireland its parliamentary 
existence, In that has been the labour of his life—a 
delusion, I admit; but is not death upon the scaffold 
a terrible punishment for believing that Irishmen have 
the capacity and intellect to rule the affairs of their 
native country? Would to God that Mr. Smith O’Brien 
were my only client! The happiness of an honourable, 
ancient, and royal family is at stake this day. The 
church, the bar, the Senate, furnish members nearly 
and dearly related to the prisoner, They may differ 
from him in politics, but they are here to give him 
consolation on this melancholy day. Should you send

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VALUE OF LIFE AND LIMB. 
Tux police reports of last week are instructive of 
the little value, strange to say, which is placed 
upon the personal safety of that class of society 
which we especially address, In one case a 
woman, who had sacrificed to her affection fora 
brute both prospects and respect, was violently 
beaten and left bleeding and insensible upon the 
ground by the very person who had betrayed her, 
In the second case the victim's life is now de- 

spaired of, and, in consequence, the aggressor is 
handed over to safe custody to abide that terrible 
decision which a brief space must bring. 

But in the former case the unfortunate woman 
was possessed, it would appear, of a sufficiently 
vigorous constitution to recover from the brutal 
treatment she had undergone ; and when the action 
came before the magistrate at Clerkenwell he was 
quite | satisfied, although he denounced the pri- 
soner’s conduct as cow ardly and atrocious, to fine 
him five pounds, with the alternative of two months’ 
imprisonment, and let him go. 

We protest against decisions of this kind, be- 
cause they are, if not an encouragement of ‘such 
offences, at least an intimation that. whoever com- 
mits them will not meet with any very severe 
rebuke, And let it be remarked that this offence 
increases. It grows on the comparative immu- 
nity which it receives, ‘The police jurisdic- 
tion, so far from being its enemy, fosters it by 
such decisions as the one on which we have com- 
mented. And the truth is that, viewing these two 
cases, we are forced on the conclusion that the 
guilt of outrage of this kind is a mere question of 
constitution, and that, unless a woman is in danger 
of death from the assault she has undergone, the 
most trifling penalty is sufficient. 

We know that the magistrate, on the occasion 
in question, inflicted. the highest punishment 
within his jurisdiction. But we will not accept 
this plea in mitigation of an interference which we 
conceive is highly culpable. There was a higher 
jurisdiction than the magistrate’ s, capable of duly 
punishing the prisoner's offence ; and, while that 
was the case, no magistrate had a right to interfere 

with his limited powers to defeat justice and en- 


courage brutality.

Barsarous Murprer at Lreps, AND 
Fuiaut oF THE MurprrEr.—On Sunday night a 
most cruel and deliberate act of murder was perpe- 
trated at Hunslet, one of the townships comprised in 
the borough of Leeds, The victim is a young woman, 
named Esther Inman, between sixteen and seventeen 

ears of age, who worked in the flaxmill of Messrs. 
W. B, Holdsworth and Co., Hunslet, and the mur- 
derer is a young man, named Thomas Malkin, about a 
year her senior, who was employed in the same mill as 
a woodturner, or maker of bobbins. The young 
woman lived with her stepfather, Thomas Watson, a 
respectable man carrying on a small business as a 
tailor and draper, at Hunslet Moor, and Malkin lived 
nearly opposite. It seems that he had been paying his 
addresses to the young woman, but, either from her 
own choice or at the instigation of her friends, she 
had lately declined to keep company with him. A 
few minutes after ten o’clock on Sunday evening 
he went to the gate of a small garden in front of 
Watson’s house, and sent a child into the house to 
tell the young woman to come out, as some one wanted 
her. She accordingly came out and spoke to him, and 
almost instantly he cut her throat in four places, and 
then fled before any Paes came to the spot. The 
instrument with which he perpetrated the deed was a 
sort of knife, which he had obtained from the mill 
where he worked, and had fitted up for the purpose. 
The young woman expired immediately, and her 
corpse was taken into her stepfather’s house. The 
murderer fled, but on Monday night, about nine 
o’clock, Mr. John Dudley, of Greenwood-street, Huns- 
let, flint-glass-manufacturer, informed Inspector Child 
that he had just seen Malkin in one of the streets of 
the town. Child at once accompanied his informant, 
and in Vicar-lane, nearly opposite the House of Reco- 
very, they overtook the murderer, who was captured 
without attempting resistance. He was forthwith con- 
veyed to the police-station, Park-row, and on Tues- 
day was placed before the Mayor and J. Haldforth, 
Esq., when the deputy-coroner claimed the prisoner to 
attend upon the inquest. The prisoner was ordered 
to be remanded till next day, in order that he might be 
in attendance at the inquest. At two o’clock in the 
afternoon, G. F. Harrison, Esq., coroner, and a re- 
spectable jury, assembled at the Sun Inn, Hunslet 
opposite the scene of the murder, and, havin viewed 
the body, adjourned to the Court-house, where the 
examination of witnesses was taken. No material facts 
beyond those stated were elicited, and the prisoner, 
who did not deny his guilt, was committed by the 
coroner to take his trial for the murder.

CronMeL.—TIntelligence of three shocking murders 
has reached Clonmel. A person named Redmond 
Bryan owed to'a Mr. Ash, who is described as an 
unofficiating clergyman of the Roman Catholic per- 
suasion, having property at Ashford (the lands of 
Rossadriad), about a mile from Bansha, which is six. 
teen miles from Clonmel, a small arrear of poor rate, 
and a collector named Dalton placed three keepers in 
the house of Bryan for the purpose of disposing of some 
stock to pay off the arrear. On Sunday morning, at 
daybreak, six or seven armed men, whose faces were 
blackened, made their appearance on the land; they 
were seen by one of the keepers (a man named Regan), 
who retreated into the house for safety. The men 
knew him, placed him at a distance from the house, 
and then entered it. They murdered one of the other 
two with the butt ends of their guns; a third man 
retreated up a chimney, and one of the miscreants 
fired up the chimney and shot him dead, the bullet 
having gone in through the lower jaw and out at the 
top of the head; the murderers then returned to the 

lace to which they had conveyed Regan, and shot 
him through the heart. The coroner went to the bar- 
rack at Bansha, where the bodies of the murdered 
men were lying, and held an inquest upon thom. 


The reign of terror, with reference to the in- 
timidation of jurors, has already commenced in Tip- 
perary.

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The late destructive ‘fires ‘in Constantinople 
have, at length, aroused the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the necessity of constructing the houses of 
some more durable substance than wood. The build- 
ing of any more wooden houses is strictly forbidden. 
The Government had an idea of ordering them all to 
be rebuilt of stone or brick, but this was found to be 
too expensive. It is now in contemplation to build 
them of lath and plaster, to be coated with a species 
of cement, which, when dry, will be smooth and hard 
like stone. By way of trial, a guardhouse at Galita, 
lately destroyed by fire, is to be built upon this plan. 


Mr. J. Alfred Novello has published a circular 
advising a change in the notation of time. He 
says, ‘In England, I think, this change would find 
universal adoption, if two establishments would agree 
to adopt it—I mean the Post-office and the railways, 
The announcement, ‘The packet sails Sept. 16, at 
14 o'clock,’ would completely explain the time, instead 
of saying two o’clock inthe afternoon.

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 
AND DRESS. 

The change in the shape of bonnets, which we 
we have already announced as forthcoming, is now 
decidedly confirmed. All the newest bonnets pre-

Other coiffures of a similar style are made of 
yelvet ribbon of two colours, or of satin ribbon 
and velvet of two well-contrasted hues, combined 
together. ‘he colours most effective for blending 
together in these headdresses are light green ach 
cerise, blue and cerise, or ruby and amber; all 
should be edged with gold soutache. These 
ribbons are twisted or linked together, to form the 
upper part of the headdress, and then made into 
large bows or coques at each side. 

‘Another headdress, equally becoming and nove! 
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in its style, consists of a sort of demi-turban, 
formed of a combination of ribbon, blonde, and 
gauze lamé. We have seen one of these head- 
dresses composed of cerulean blue velvet an’! silver 
lamé gauze. Round the circular part of the urban 
was entwined a long lappet of blonde, which was 
gathered up in a light bow above each ear, the 
ends left to flow loosely over the neck.

_ Very pretty demi-caps, for evening dress, are 
made merely of a fichu or half handkerchief of 
lace or blonde ; the corner very much rounded at 
the back part of the head, and the two ends hang- 
ing as lappets at each side, On this half hand- 
kerchief may be fixed a wreath of foliage with side 
bouquets of roses or geranium. Lappets of blonde, 
either black or white, may be worn in the same 
mannér, ‘Phey miay be fixed at each side of the 
head by bows of velvet ribbon instead of bouquets 
of flowers. With lappets of black blonde, bows of 
cerise-coloured velvet have a very pretty effect. 

On the subject of dressmaking we have no par- 
ticular novelty to record, the fashions for the en- 
suing winter not being yet definitively determined. 
It may be observed that only three styles of cor- 
sage are at present worn :—tirst, the low corsage, 
for full dress; second, the high corsage, perfectly 
close, for morning outdoor costume and demi- 
toilette; and third, the Pompadour corsage, which 
has already been described and illustrated in the 
Lapy’s Newsrarer. This last is high at the back 
and half high and square in front. 

During the past weck two very elegant dresses, 
suitable to the carriage-drive or for morning visits, 
have been made for a lady of rank, One was of 
striped silk ; the stripes broad, and in shades of 
lilac on a white ground.

No city, however, ap- 
pears after you have been dragged to the summit. 
‘* From the next !’’ is the reply to your expression of 
disappointment ; and the same answer is given as you 
proceed from height to height. Rome appears to flee 
from before you; but, at last, and as sunset draws 
near, a cluster of hills meets the eye with green pas- 
tures on their summits, enclosed by thickets, and 
shaded by the tall dark ilex. Here and there a white 
house, built in the antique style, with open porticos, 
which receive a faint gleam from the evening sun, 
which for a moment emerges from the clouds and tints 
the meadows below.
